The 
levee« broke in m any places, railroad 
em bankm ents w ere underm ined aud 
hundreds of fam ilies were compelled to . 
quit their residence« iu great haste. 
In 
O ttum w a over 300 fam ilies were com ­ 
pelled to move, a large num ber m aking 
their escape in boats. 
At Eddyvilie, 18 miles north of this 
city, 150 fam ilies vacated their dom i­ 
ciles, aud the principal streets are being 
navigated in rowboats. 
At South O ttum w a the river flows 
parallel w ith the m ain street. 
It broke 
acn«s this street, poured dow n the busi­ 
ness and residence streets, causing a 
panic aud a scram ble for higher ground. 
Five thousand people reside in this 
suburb. 
Several hundred deserted their 
residences and removed their goods. 
The w ater stands four feet deep in Fair- 
view. 
Farm lands are com pletely in ­ 
undated. 
A large reservoir situated at th e sum ­ 
m it of Court H ill is the source of con­ 
siderable fear. 
The recent pour down 
has swollen the sources of supply aud 
the reservoir is now so full th a t it 
threatens to burst and flood the ¡»opu- 
lous districts just below. 
A lthough the railroad com panies have 
m ade strenuous efforts to wive th e ir 
property, traffic is alm ost at a stan d ­ 
still. 
All the small stream s in southern 
Iowa are out of their banks.

HOW TALC IS QUARRIED. 


W h ere I t Com e« F rom an d th e M anner of 
S en d in g It to M arket. 
At Luxeimc, in the upper valley of 
the Ariege, talc is quarried on an ex­ 
tensive seal«» in the granite of 8t. Bar- 
thelemy, a mountain 7,700 feet high 
and about 20 miles from the main chain 
of the Pyrenees. 
The quarries, which 
are situated about two miles from the 
summit aud 5,900 f *»t abovo the sea, 
are opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between micaschist below and lower 
silurian slates above, which has been 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north and south direction, with a dip of 
about 60 degrees to the east, the thick­ 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet, as 
does also the composition. 
Masses of 
limestone ard grunite, the latter often 
of considerable sixe, are frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
which also contains some alumina. 
The best rock is of a brilliant white 
color aud feels greasy to the touch when
